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This responds to the Office Action mmled on October 31 . 2Q0S. md the references cited 
therewith. 

Claims 1, 1.5 and 16 are amended and clatm 8 is eancelletl; as a result, claims 1-9, 14-16 
aad 18-22 are now pending in tliis application. Sonie of the subject matter of claim S was 
incorporated in claiffi 1, and claim 15 was amended to depend directly from claim 1, as opposed 
to claim H. 

As amended, clainjs 1 and 16 now eacb require, among other things, that: 

a) the holder is a "disposable" holder; 

b) the holder includes airline information aad advertising thereon; and 

c) that the holder is given away free of charge to passengers. 

Most would agree that one of tiie most chaUenging aad trying aspects of commercial, air 
travel in the United States today is running the gaimtlet of airport security, and in particular 
passing through the metal detectors and x-ray machines. In most airports, travelers are required 
to take off their jackets, take off their shoes, remove belts with large buckles, remove laptops 
from briefcases and place in screening tubs, remove jewelry as needed., empty pockets of change, 
remove hats, and remove from their persons any other metallic items likely totrigger the metal 
detector 

At the same time, passengers are required most often to keep their ticket and ID handy to 
show the security checking ID's prior to the x-ray and metal detector screening, and then keep 
their ticket handy to show the security personnel again when passing through the metal detector. 
As a result, just at the time the passenger is under high stress and above all needs bis or her 
hands free to maneuver through the .seainty screening, he or she is distracted trym^a U> lir^d a 
pkce to put his ticket temporarily so it can be retrieved at just the right mouKBi as ihes pass 
through the metai detector. In some cases, the passenger may not have a pocket to pht o t^s. 
ticket in, so the challenge is even greater. 

In many cases, the challenges of managing tbe ticket while perfomiing the many other 
tasks required to pass through a security screening cause passengers to require more time to prep 
for the security screening than they would with less distractions, and therefore the screening 
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will potentially save bundreds of miliions of dollars annually in lost prodacti vity eaosed by the 
need to snive early at the airport to compensate for slow security liaes. 

The Applicarit .forther notes lliat the meaning of "disposable"' is set fbrlii in, for example, 
the Merriam- Webster Online Dictionary, as: 2 : designed to be used once and then thrown away. 
Accordingly, an item is not "disposable" simply because it cm be thrown away alier a use. 
Rather, it is designed so that it is economical to dispo.se of even after onJy one use. Such use 
may be a single use of the holder through one pass through security, or it may be a use that 
extends through maltiple passes through security on a trip. In other words, a "disposable" holder 
is not designed for long-tertrs use eves if ^ich use may be possible such as a Dixie cop that may 
be used over and over aga-in. Accordingly, reconsideration and allowance of the pending claims 
is respect&liy reqaested. 



^102 Rejeetio ii of the Ciaims 
Claims 49-51 and 53 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jacobs (2003/0213826). These mjecrions are moot in view of the Applicant's cancellation of 
these ci^ms. 
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
